would review other insecticides 
before limiting their use. The 
first series of reviews is sched- 
uled to begin this spring. 


Many biologists have called 


for abolishing widespread appli- 
cations of chlorinated hydrocar- 
bons, charging the Insecticides 
retain their toxlclty for years 
and that residues build up to the 
point where they endanger fish 
and wildlife and pose a threat to 
human health.

Then he remarked, "If 
I want trumps led, I'll lead 
them myself," and pro- 
ceeded to play two more 
rounds of trumps. 


Then he cashed his king of 


clubs, led another trump and 
continued with a low dia- 
mond to dummy's nine. East 
won and led a spade. South 
took the ace, led a second 
diamond to dummy's ace, 
discarded a spade on the ace 
of clubs and played dummy's 
last diamond. 


If diamonds had broken 3-3 


, or if East had discarded a 


diamond on the third or 
fourth 
round of 
trumps, 


South would have made his 
contract. Unfortunately for 
South, East had started with 
four diamonds and hung on 
to all of them so South failed 
to make his game. 


South blamed North for not 


bidding t h r e e 
no-trump 


which would have been a 
laydown. Then he blamed 
West for opening a trump, 
East for hanging onto all his 
d i a m o n d s and the gods of 
chance for never giving him 
a break. 


Actually the only person 


really to blame was himself. 


South should have realized 


that when both sides play 
trumps one is sure to be 
wrong. He should have taken 
his king of clubs at trick two, 
led a diamond to dummy's 


(j)ace(,a,t trick three, discorded 
. a spade on the ace of clubs 


at trick four and led a sec- 
ond diamond at trick five. 


Either opponent could win 


'. and play a second trump, 


whereupon South would play 
a third diamond. East would 
win that and be unable to 
lead a third trump so South 
would get to ruff his fourth 
diamond for the 10th trick. 


This line of play gave the 


extra chance that the same 
player would not hold both 
the long diamonds and the 
long trumps.
